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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 18, 19 and 21 are pending in the instant application. Claims 2-17 and 20 are 
canceled. 

Response after final 

Applicant's remarks and amendment to the claims filed on 02/6/2008 are acknowledged. 
The previously made 112 enablement rejection on claim 20 is withdrawn in view of the deletion 
of the claim.

Reasons for Allowance 
The present invention is directed to 8-azaprostaglandin compounds of formula (I-al-1), 
depicted in claim 1, wherein Ya is S or S02 and U3a-1 is a carbocyclic ring. 
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The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat. No. 6,552,067B2 (Cameron et al), which 
teaches wherein Ya is oxygen and U3a-1 is an alkyl moiety with a hydroxyl substituent, but does 
not teach or provide the requisite motivation to make the instantly claimed compounds, wherein 
Ya is S or S02 and U3a-1 is a carbocyclic ring via an oxygen linker.
